Louis will take the time on 
Thursday, Sept. 30, to turn out 
and vote in large numbers, and 
that they will favor this sound 
and essential amendment to 
their city’s charter. 

“A city, just as a business, 
must have an adequate income 
if it is to do the work it is de- 
si to do.

“And the city must be solvent 
if it.is to promote the projects 
and building that it should.

Moscow radio reported last night 
that Soviet scientists have dug 
up a boat several thousand years 
old containing petrified remains 
of plants and insects.

Public Service Co., encouraged 
by the success of its Forest Park 
park-ride operation, will begin 
two new experimental runs of 
this type early next month from 
lots in northwest and north St. 
Louis to the downtown district, 
it announced yesterday. 

The northwest operation, to be 
known as Santa Cruz Limited, 
will get under way Oct. 4 from 
a 700-car parking lot owned and 
operated by the Santa Cruz 


Building Association of the 
Knights of Columbus at Strat- 
ford and Irving avenues between 
Goodfellow boulevard and Jen- 
nings road and south of Lillian 
avenue. 


A fee of 10 cents for all-day 
parking will be made by the 
Santa Cruz organization and the 
roundtrip fare will be 40 cents. 
The seven-mile trip downtown 
will require 26 minutes. 

To Use P. S. Co. Property. 
The North St. Louis opera- 
tion, called the North Broadway 
Limited, will be started about 
Oct. 11. It will make use of 
Public Service Co. property on 
Broadway near Taylor avenue 
just north of O'Fallon Park 
where an area capable of park- 
ing 350 automobiles will be re- 
surfaced. 

A roundtrip fare of 35 cents 
will be charged but parking will 
be free. Running time for the 
slightly less than five-mile trip 
downtown is expected to be 
about 15 minutes. 

Both express lines will offer 
all-day service with busses leav- 
ing the lot at 10-minute inter- 
vals during the morning and 
evening rush hours and at 30- 
minute intervals during mid-day.

The white-haired defendant, a 
career officer, has testified that 
Kim finally succeeded in forcing 
Fleming and other P.O.W.s to 
take part in Red political broad- 
casts. 

Serving With ROKs. 

Fleming, at the time of his 
capture, was serving as adviser 
to a Republic of Korea division. 

Normally mild-mannered, 
Fleming snapped out answers on 
cross-examination by Lt. Col. 
John Pritchard, the Army prose- 
cutor. 

Fleming told of taking the 
role of announcer on one spe- 
cific tape-ręcorded broadcast 
after his captors had promised 
to get him medicine for a serious 
attack of dysentery if he would 
co-operate. | : 

“You have to have medicine, 
if you expect to ive,” the wit- 
ness said the Red officer told 
him. Fleming said he was told 
his only part in the broadcast 
would be to announce in English 
the titles of numbers to be 
played on a musical program. 
Fleming testified he agreed, pro- 
vided his name would not be 
used. He said his condition was 
such that he had to be helped 
to a house near the compound 
where the broadcast was pre- 
pared. 

He testified he was unable to | 
recall more than a few details 
of the broadcast. Between an- 
nouncements, he said, he was 
helped outside the buildings 
where he rested on the ground. 
He did recall that there were 
other war prisoners in the room 
and said he could hear a group 
singing while he was outside the 
room, 

Fleming was excused from the 
witness stand after testifying for 
the fourth consecutive day.

He also accused the Eisen- | 
hower Administration of hiding | 
the true threat of joblessness | 
from the American people by 
juggling financial facts and fig- | 
ures. | 

Meany addressed the conven- 
tion of the AFL Building and 
Construction in Trades Depart | 
ment. 

He said that this year there | 
would be a six billion dollar loss 
in salaries, whereas “to protect 
our dynamic expanding economy 
there should have been an eight 
billion dollar increase.” 


„We should demand that our 
Government take immediate 


steps,” he saic. “. ., construc- 
tive steps, which Congress should 
have taken.” 


Meany charged the Govern- 
ment is covering up the true 
facts when it uses ederal — 
sus figures of 3,500,000 unem- 
poyed. 

“This does not take into 
account millions of under-em- 
ployed and workers laid off for 
a short period,” he said. “But 
from a point of purchasing 
power, these people are, in 
effect, unemployed.” 

’ Unless this purchasing power 
is protected, he added, the na- 
tion is destined to suffer a 
collapse similar to that of the 
late 1920s. | 

To prevent such a collapse, 
there must be an economic | 
growth factor of “at least 314 | 
to 4 per cent every year,” he 
said. 

He proposed that there should 
be immediate tax recomputation | 
for the nation’s average wage 
earner, that the minimum wage 
be increased and that a com- 
prehensive program of public 
projects be undertaken, center- 
ing on public schools. 

He alos criticized the Eisen- | 
hower Administration for allow- 
ing big corporations to get the 
bulk of benefits from recent tax 
cuts and called for “a Congress 
that is more responsive to the 
needs of the people than to . 
selfish interests of big business.“

Later Sharfman revised his | 
ruling to permit an FCC attor- | 
ney to dictate “offers of: proof” | 
to the official stenographer with- | 
in hearing range only of the en- 
aminer and counsel, FCC at- 
torneys submitted three such

In New York, up- 
state milk prices are down, 
there’ is serious unemployment 
in many upstate one-industry 
towns. In Ohio, people tell you: 
“This is steel country, you know, 
and steel’s been operating at 
only two thirds of capacity.” 

Again and again the traveling 
reporter runs into the political 
symptoms produced by this eco- 
nomie malaise. 


Political Ammunition. 


In Kentucky, the able Repub- 
lican Senator, John Sherman 
Cooper, is not given much of a 
chance of re-election anyway. 
But he would be given no chance 
at all if he had not jumped the 
Administration traces and voted 
for high farm price supports. 
In New York, W. Averell Har- 
riman, probable Democratic nom- 
inee for Governor, expects to 
base his campaign squarely on 
the issues of unemployment and 
upstate milk prices—and he ex- 
pects to win on these issues.

These things are true. But, 
as ‘anyone who travels around 
the country with his eyes open 
ean ‘see, it is just not true that 
everything is Jim Dandy on the 
economic front.

The voters of Wisconsin inevitably have come 
in for a lot of criticism for inflicting a certain 
Senator on the country, first in 1946 and Iain in 
1952 when he was re-elected.

January. The more detailed figures issued this 
week now estimate the deficit at 4.6 billion in- 
stead of 4.1 billion. 

If the deficit estimate can rise by half a bil- 
lion dollars in little more than 30 days, who 
can say that it will not go up by comparable 
amounts in the months ahead? 

This possibility is strengthened by the fact 
that Treasury estimates of tax receipts tend 
to be overstated in periods of business decline, 
just as they tend to be understated in periods of 
boom. Last January the Treasury over- estimated 
its receipts for the 1954 fiscal year by 3 billion 
dollars. It has now reduced its estimate for 
1955 by 3 billion dollars. But since Congress cut 
excise taxes by a billion dollars, and since the 
Administration tax bill will reduce revenues still 
further, it is quite possibe that the present esti- 
mate is still too high. 

At any rate it should now be clear that the 
Administration will have te go back to Congress 
next year for another increase in the national 
debt limit. This will be bitter for officials who, 
when out of office, talked so glibly about bal- 
ancing the Budget with one hand tied behind 
their backs. But it is just nonsense to pretend 
that the debt increase adopted at the end of last 
session can be “temporary.”

Marciano, Charles 
Try Again Tonight

NEW YORK, Sept. 17—It has been just three months to a day 
that Rocky Marciano defeated Ezzard Charles in 15 robust rounds 
to remain heavyweight champion of the boxing world. And now, 
because of rain the past two days, they are scheduled to go at 
it again at Yankee Stadium tonight at 10 o’clock (St. Louis time.) 


That's a peculiar time for a 
fight to start, but it was made 
necessary by the fact that the 
promoter, the International Box- 
ing Club, has a middleweight 
match scheduled in Washington, 
D.C., for the N.B.C. television 
network, between Willie Troy 
and Walter Cartier, to be car- 
ried by KSD-TV at 9 o’clock, 
St. Louis time. 

In addition, the New York 
Giants are scheduled to play a 
game at the Polo Grounds 
against the Phillies at 98:15 
o'clock.’ 

So Jim Norris, president of 
the I.B.C., had to go for the un- 
usual starting hour to avoid of- 
fending the TV sponsor of the 
Washington fight and the Gi- 
ants. 

Clause in Contract. 

There is a clause in the con- 
tract between the I.B.C. and 
the New York ball clubs that a 
fight will not be run in opposi- 
tion to a night game. Norris 
said that originally the Giants 
were to play the Phillies in the 
afternoon, but that the time of 
the game was changed without 
his knowledge. 

Anyhow, after hours of argu- 
ment between the boxing and 
the baseball officials, the start- 
ing time for the title bout was 
agreed upon. 
eespite overcast skies, the 
Weather Bureau said today that 
no more rain is likely. 

(There will be no home tele- 
vision of the bout, but Loew 
State here is among the theaters 
on the closed TV circuit.

At the Movies

Nostalgia, Humor, Pathos 


TALIAN movie-makers, who now rival the French in 

their accent on sophistication’ and their demand for 
realism on the screen, have come up with another omni- 
bus film in the familiar European pattern of unrelated 
vignettes tied together by a single unify- 
ing device, The film is “TIMES GONE 
BY,” which opens tonight at the SHADY 
OAK and RICHMOND. 

There is no doubt of its sophistication. 
It has subtle humor and loud guffaws, 
pathos and beauty and nostalgia. But this 
time the writers and directors have gone 
even beyond the realm of sophisticated adult entertainment 
inte a sometimes ugly borderland of subject matter and 
treatment. 

Some of the vignettes are highly entertaining theater, 
but the over-all effect is poisoned by one or two which this 
reviewer found offensive. Outstanding of those on the posi- 
tive side of the ledger is “The Idyll,” starring two hand- 
some youngsters with ability and finesse, and a mature 
grasp of their roles which they played with gentleness and 
charm. “The Vise,” which tells the story of an unfaithful 
wife and of her husband's almost sadistic method of wring- 
ing a confession from her, is excellently done but tinged 
with melodrama.

The advantage of a stain over 
a paint is that as it penetrates 
into the concrete, it is not as 
easily worn off as is the paint.

S I was interviewing Berle in 
his Broadway office, Ruth 
came in, smartly attired, gave 
him a kiss and said she was 
going shopping. When she left, 
Berle said with a smile: 

‘“T’'ve nicknamed her ‘Rocky’ 
because she is like the Rock of 
Gibraltar. She is good for me. 
She helped me through the 
shock of Mom’s death, and now 
she has me by the arm. She is 
a steadying influence.” 

Discussing his career, Berle 
said that TV is harder than any 
work he has ever done in radio, 
night clubs, Broadway stage, 
vaudeville, films, or musical 
comedy. He should know, for he 
has done everything in show 
business. 

“Every show on television is 
an opening night without break- 
ing it in at New Haven,” he said. 
“It’s like when I was in stock 
back in 1917 and 1918. You'd be 
playing one show and rehearsing 
another. 

“TV is a rat race each week. 
You are working against time. 
We do a live show. No filming 
job. On film you ean stop and 
go. On my show you better be 
good the first time. There are 
no retakes.”

researchers, is that after 25 the 


normal adult experiences a de- 
crease in physical activity cor- 
responding to the increase in 
age. Thus, you need fewer cal- 
ories. It is recommended that 
you concentrate more on the 
quality than on the quantity of 
the food you eat. calories 
are reduced with age and dimin- 
ishing physical activity, your 
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need tor other nutrients (vita- 
mins, minerals, protein) remains 
much the same. ' 

At any age, you need the cal- 
cium in milk and cheese for 
strong teeth and bones. Phos- 
phorus, found in meat and poul- 
try, in eggs and yellow cheese, 
is important for the same reason. 
You need the vitamin C of 
greens and eitrus fruits, the 
protein in meat.

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ERLE was born Milton Ber- 

linger in New York City on 

July 12, 1908. He was the 
fourth of five children of Moses 
Berlinger, a paint salesman who 
was always ailing. 

Young Berle as a boy lived in 
a tenement and attended public 
school near his home, and the 
Professional Children’s School. 
His formal education was mea- 
ger but you could never tell 
it talking to Berle today. He's 
as articulate as a politician and 
at times as voluble as an auc- 
tioneer. 


As a child entertainer Milton 
won local popularity among the 
junior set in his neighborhood 
which teemed with underpriv- 
ileged kids. His mother, who 
had become a store detective to 
support her brood, decided Mil- 
ton was going to become a great 
actor. 


She took him te a movie house 
amateur night contest, where 
he won first prize. Mrs. Ber- 
linger was more convinced than 
ever that he was destined for 
big time in show business. At 
the age of 5, Milton made his 
professional debut at the old 
Biograph Studios at Fort Lee, 
N.J., in the silent film, “Tillie’s 
Punctured Romance,” with the 
late Marie Dressler. Little Mil- 
tie took to movie acting like a 
duck to water. He played in 
more than 50 films at Fort Lee, 
then the hub of the motion pic- 
ture industry. 


He appeared in the “Perils of 
Pauline” serial with Pearl White, 
“Ruth on the Range” with Ruth 
Roland, “Mark of Zorro” with 
Douglas Fairbanks Sr., and in 
other pictures with such film 
greats as Mabel Normand, Mil- 
ton Sills and Marion Davies. 

At the age of 10, Milton per- 
formed for troops at local Army 
camps and staged his first bene- 
fit show when he entertained

He was fea- 
tured and in such radio 
shows as the Rudy Vallee pro- 
gram, “Community Sing,” “Fol- 
lies of the Air” and The Milton 
Berle Show.” 

But Berle fs at his best be- 
fore a “seeing” audience 
whether on television, in a movie 
house, theater, vaudeville stage, 
night club or doing a benefit 
performance. 

“It used.to be you could give 
Berle an audience of one or two 
persons and he'd perform,” a 
friend once said. “He’d perform 
in the lobby of a hotel, in a bus 
—anywhere. He loved to clown 
it up. But he’s gotten over that. 
His wife has settled him down.” 

Berle hit the peak of his 
fame on television. He was a 
TV natural. His television 
shows altered American public 
life on Tuesday nights in the 
early days of TV. Many store 
owners used to change their 
nights off and put signs in their 
windows, “Closed up tonight to 
watch Milton Berle.” 


Berle is a good-natured fel- 
low, almost six feet tall, with a 
ready smile and friendly man- 
ner.

The first white explorer of 
the area was Jacques Cartier. 
He visited the spot while in 
command of two French sailing 
vessels.
